MAN HELD HERE 


\Jasper Park Man Tells Complete Story of

Claiming that when he escaped 
from Leavenworth penitentiary 
in 1910, following his arrest a 
year earlier for an armed mail 
train robbery, he was an inno- | 
cent man, James Fahey, arrested | 
in Jasper a few days ago for the 
crime committed 24 years ago, 
has given a full and frank state- 
ment of the events leading up to 
his arrest and the spectacular jail | 
break. | 

Fahey, a model husband and 
father since settling in Canada, | 
has a host of friends working for | 
his release. Jasper Chamber of 
Commerce has wired both Pre- | 
mier Bennett and President 
Roosevelt seeking executive cle- 
mency for the man who made 
good after being branded as a 
mail train robber, and petitions 
have also gone forward to the 
Governor of Kansas and the Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska. 


Fahey’s own story, told with 
dramatic directness, is as fol- 
lows: 


Edmonton, 28th March, 1934. 

I, Frank Grigware was born at 
Rush Lake, Michigan, U.S.A., on 
February 27th, 1888. I left Michi- 
gan at about the age of 12 years 
and moved to Spokane, Washington, 
with my folks—Father and Mother, 
2 Sisters and 3 Brothers. Whilst 
in Spokane I received a little school- 
ing and worked in all spare time 
delivering “The Spokesman’s Re- 
view,” a daily paper, until about 
the age of 15 years. Then I worked 
for a Doctor Patrick Burns who was 
then Mayor of Spokane, Wash. 
First I worked at his house driving 
his children around and later I 
entered his office, 

During this time I chummed with 
a neighbor boy named Lawrence 
Golden, and I would go with him on 
trips to nearby towns. I generally 
carried a few tools as my father

NOT GOOD BUSINESS 
| It is to be hoped the taxpayers of Alberta 
got good value for all the money that was spent 
on highway gravelling in the four years from 
1929 to 1932. If they did, they may thank their 
good luck, rather than good management. 

It has been shown that of 84 gravelling con- 
tracts let during those four years, 43 were let 
without tenders being called. Two-thirds of the

work went to two firms. The sum spent 
amounted to $794,164. 
Contracts for work of that kind, scattered 


throughout a large section of the province, and 
involving expenditures of that magnitude, are 
|} too important to be left to the discretion of a 
minister. If the price was reasonable, that was 
obviously due to the fairness of the contractors, 
not to the vigilance of the official whose busi- 
ness it is to see that value was received. 

Mr. McPherson claims to be an honest and 
careful administrator. But, especially after 
some of the incidents disclosed in the investiga- 
tion a year ago, there is a limit to the extent 
to which the public can be asked to just leave 
it to him and his “sense of justice” to see that 
their interests are protected.

THOSE STREETS 

| At this time of year Edmonton people do 
not expect their streets to be at the best, nor to 
be even good. They know the streets too well 
| for that, 

But surely we may aspire to something bet- 
ter than the street conditions which actually 
exist. It is, and has been ever since the snow 
disappeared, almost impossible to get around 
the city save on paved and gravelled streets, 
and some of the latter are in pretty bad shape. 
These conditions develop regularly for a period 
in the spring and fall, and these periods are 
sandwiched in between winter-time and the 
rainy season in mid-summer. 

It is not too much to claim that the streets 
of a city should be such that they can be 
travelled even in wet weather with reasonable 
safety and convenience. The cost of operating 
a car over Edmonton's streets at present must 
be heavy, and the aggregate damage to vehicles 
and loss of time to those using them cannot be 
other than a large amount. 

As a variant to the dog question, may it be 
suggested these are matters the city council 
should be thinking about in these spring days, 
in relation to future expenditure, summer oper- 
ations and unemployment relief? Systematic 
street improvement does not have to be argued 
in Edmonton at present. The evidence of the 
streets is more eloquent than words, 


CARTE BLANCHE 
Section 4 of Bill No. 42 passed by the House 
of Commons on Wednesday, reads as follows: 
“The Governcr in Council may pay out of 
\| the Consolidated Revenue Fund such moneys 
as may be necessary for all and any of the pur- 


poses of this Act.” The act is entitled The 
| Relief Act, 1934 
This is the “blwnk cheque” provision by 


which, as in past years, the Government is em- 
powered to spend whatever sum of money it 
may choose, in whatever way it may choose, 
through whatever agency it may choose, in 
furtherance of whatever plan or policy it may 
choose, for the relief of unemployment distress 
and the peace, order and good government of 
the country. 

Despite the disclosures made by the Auditor 
General, this loose way of handling public 
funds under the heading of relief expenditure 
is to be continued through another year, There 
is not a word in the Act about accounts being 
audited before they are paid. That, as in the 
past, is being left to the discretion of the Min- 
isters who do the spending. 

This is dangerous legislation. It is dan- 
| gerous at any time. It is doubly so in face of 
the facts brought out in the preliminary survey 
by the Auditor General. It will be a miracle 
| if before they are through with it the Govern- 
ment, the Conservative party and the country 


do not have ample cause to lament this action 
of a docile parliament in giving the Ministers 
the key to the treasury with authority to spend 
money for unspecified purposes and in unlimited 
amount, 


GROW WHEAT AT YOUR PERIL 

Speaking in defence of the action of his 
Government in supporting the wheat market, 
Premier Bennett stated on Mar. 13th: “Had it 
not done so, what would be the position of the 
wheat market today? The farmer would have 
hauled his wheat to the elevator, would have 
been unable to sell it and there it would have 
remained, and finally would have backed up 
onto his farm; and you would have had absolute 


chaos, Which would have been destructive to 
the whole economic life of Canada.” 

Wherelore the Government, ably assisted by 
the three governments of the prairie provinces, 
proposes to bring about that very condition next 
winter. Wheat boards are to be set up who 
will tell the farmer how much wheat he can 
sell and will force the rest of his crop to “back 
up onto his farm,” with the predicted result 
of “chaos” and vast damage to the economic life 
of the country. 


The menace which the Prime Minister says 
inspired his Government to support the market 
last year is the fate that is prescribed for the 
farmer next winter if he happens to have more 
wheat than the wheat board chooses to let him 
sell. What was then the danger to be avoided 
at all cost is now the object deliberately pro- 
vided for in the wheat board legislation—the 
creation of a wheat blockade on the farm. 


If the Government was justified, and it was 
justified, in supporting the market to prevent 
that disaster—with resultant “chaos” and econ- 
omic destruction—befalling during the past 
winter, this is the poorest of all possible reasons 
why it should now engineer a scheme to 
threaten the farmer and the country with that 
very disaster next winter.

A Regina reader of this column who asks 
for more true stories of the sea, encloses a New 
York despatch that appeared on the Canadian 
Press service, about the 21 vessels in the wind- 
jammer race from Australia. It refers to the 
trip of the Parma last year from Australia to 
England in 83 days as “the 
fastest passage for a sailing 
ship in 80 years.” 

There's an error either in 
information or of transcrip- 
tion in the last sentence. 
Eighty-three days isn’t a re- 
cord voyage. The little Aber- 
deen clipper “Cimba” made 
the passage from Sydney to 
London in 1895 in 75 days. 
me I think the record sailing ship 
J.S. Cowper passage was made by the 
Aberdeen White Star clipper “Patriarch’’—also 
in the nineties. She sailed from Sydney Heads 
to the West India duck at London in 68 days— 
equal to Cutty Sark’s record for the outward 
trip in the eighties. “Thermopylae,” the 
famous tea clipper (built by Hood of Aberdeen, 
builder of the “Patriarch”) made the trip on her 
maiden voyage from pilot to pilot in 60 days— 
her log book being preserved in Lindsay's ‘“His- 
tory of Shipping.” She is credited with three 
voyages from land to land of 59, 61 and 63 days. 
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It’s still a matter of discussion between old 
shellbacks as to whether Cutty Sark or Ther- 
mopylae was the faster ship. Even such an 
authority as Basil Lubbock gives a divided 
judgment. He concludes that Thermopylae was 
faster in the China trade and Cutty Sark in the 
Australian trade. Cutty Sark averaged 7312 
days on her runs in the Australian trade over 
a period of years from 1874 to 1880. Once she 
romped away from the P. and O. liner, S S. 
Britannia in a race from Cape Gabo to Sydney, 
arriving several hours before the big steamer. 
The captain of the Britannia later said that 
when his first officer came and reported to him 
that a sailing ship was coming up astern he 
replied, ‘Nonsense man; you must be dream- 
ing.” Not till ne came on deck and saw for him- 
self would he believe it. 

A race between Cutty Sark and Thermopy- 
lae from China to England was sailed in 1872, 
but proved indecisive owing to an accident to 
Cutty Sark when she was in the lead. She split 
several of her sails, and worse still lost her 
rudder in a severe gale, and had to limp home 
under a jury rudder. It must have been a great 
sight in its early stages, with both ships under 
a press of canvas leaving Shanghai together, 
their skippers, pitting their wits against each 
other as first one and then the other vessel 
forged ahead unable to throw the other off, 
all the way through the China Sea. 

Cutty Sark and Thermopylae would look 
small against these big windjammers now en- 
gaged in the Australian grain race. They were 
built for speed and carried crews of between 
thirty and forty men. “Parma,” which holds 
the record for the grain fleet, carries, I think, 
only 17 men—and most of the “men” are boys. 
They have a steam donkey engine for most of 
the heavy work of hauling and heaving. Even 
with that, the marvel is that 17 men can handle 
big craft like these old windjammers that 
yearly keep alive the romance of sail, by their 
annual race with Australian grain to England. 

There is talk of Capt. Dowman entering 
Cutty Sark in next year's grain race. If she 
has a crew to handle her, there'd be no betting 
on the result. Her greenheart and teak hull 
has not suffered in her 64 years. It’s still true 
that you couldn't lay a malacca cane flat on any 
part of her hull. She’s still a creature of beau- 
tiful flowing lines, built for speed. 
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Looking up Smith's “Famous Ships,” I see 
that the American-built clipper “Lightning,” of 
the Liverpool Black Ball line, made Liverpool 
from Melbourne in 64 days under the famous 
Captain “Bully” Forbes. 

Forbes brought the vessel from her Boston 
builders to Liverpool and reached the Mersey 
under fourteen days. On the voyage she made 
one day’s run of 436 miles—a record for a day's 
run by any sailing ship, Forbes must have had 
a dual personality, for a Boston paper of Feb, 
20, 1854, describing the departure of the “Light- 
ning” on her maiden voyage makes no mention 
of the customary orgies of speechmaking in- 
spired by rum. Instead it says: “Her com- 
mander being a pious man was attended down 
the harbor by a select company of brethren and 
sisters of the church.” Most of the stories of 
“Bully” Forbes puts him in a very different 
relationship to the Deity. 

He had become famous for his passages in 
the “Marco Polo,” an ugly square Quebec tim- 
ber drogher that by some freak of chance de- 
veloped amazing bursts of speed. Forbes was an 
Aberdonian who had come aboard “through 
the hawsehole.” Had he lived in the Elizabeth 
era he might have become another Drake, with 
his buccaneering spirit and uncanny abilities 
as a navigator. His “Hell or Melbourne in sixty 
days” is more typical than his jaunt down 
Bosten harbor with the brothers and sisters 
from the church. 

Forbes came to an unlucky end. He lost the 
clipper “Schomberg” on her maiden voyage 
through emulating Drake in the famous game 
of bowls. Forbes lingered in his cabin to finish 
a hand at whist before going on deck to put his 
ship about on the other tack, and she piled up 
on a bank near Point Otway. He was reduced 
to mate—a sad comedown from the lot of the 
clipper captain, who wore kid gloves on the 
poop and could only be approached from lee- 
ward. He died when little more than fifty. 
As a boy I saw his grave in Smithdown Road 
Cemetery in Liverpool. It bears his name and 
the solitary information that he was “Master of 
the Marco Polo.” 

You can understand the pride these old cap- 
tains had in their craft and their records for 
speedy voyages. Can you visualize the sleek 
“Lightning” as she looked, with her masts tow- 
ering 164 feet above her deck, with a mainyard 
90 feet long, carrying thirteen thousand feet of 
canvas—without her flying kites on stunsail 
booms adding another 65 feet in width to her 
spread. 

It must have been prideful to command a 
creature like that through all weathers.

Dissolve different flavors of gelatin dessert, 
following the manufacturer's directions on the 
package.

WHEAT CONTROL 


Editor Bulletin:—When will our 
mummified politicians ever shake 
off the ancient dust of tradition 
and make use of the process of 
evolution to get down to present 
day needs?

In respect to a processing tax 
such as is used in U.S, it would 
not work in Canada, We are in- 
terested in the export of wheat 
and this method of boosting the 
price will raise the gold value of 
the wheat so high that it cannot 
be sold to countries whose money 
has a very low gold content.

More Than Five Million 
Dollars Required For 
1934 Operation 


Cost of operating the city during 
1934 is estimated at $5,082,481, as 
compared to an actual expenditure 
of $5,160,251 last year, city com- 
missioners reported to city council 
at a special meeting called Thurs- 
day night to consider estimates. 
Figures for 10 departments were 
considered and tentatively adopted, 
excepting the estimates for the en- 
gineering department, the summary 
for which was tabld for the next 
special meeting of the board, which 
will be held next Monday at 8 p.m. 

It is estimated the cost of oper- 
ating the city during 1934 will be 
$5,082,481, as compared to an actual 
expenditure of $5,160,251 last year, 
Estimated revenue of $5,082,481 for 
the year is made up of $3,658,581 in 
municipal taxes and $1,423,900 from 
other sources, including $825,000 
from the operation of utilities,

Walsh entered the legislative cham- 
ber and gave his assent to the en- 
abling money bill, required under 
Section four of the Appropriation 
Act, to authorize the funds, 

Of the total budget, $18,226,073.88 
is chargeable to income and $3,271,- 
987.81 to capital. 


DEBATE CONCLUDED 

With assent given to this enab- 
| ling bill, the budget debate institut- 
ed when Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial 
treasurer, brought down the esti- 
mates on March 8, was concluded. 

On income account there is an 
estimated revenue of $14,896,966.12 
and an expenditure, excluding debt 
retirement, of $14,674,505.31. 

There is an estimated surplus for 
the fiscal year about to commence,

Mr. Dechene, in rising to move 
his amendment strongly empha:iz- 
ed the fact that this should not be 
{done “until the government has 
| been reorganized.” Continuing, he 
said, “I will justify the amendment 
in a few words. We have no guar- 
antee that the government will be 
reorganized, as has been promised 
from time to time by the Premier. 


WANT ANOTHER GOVT. 

“This government is no longer 
amenable to public opinion.

“It simply says that we are willing 
to vote the money to carry on by 
‘A’ government, but we think it 
should be a government other than 
that which now occupies the treas- 
ury benches. 

“We have had well-authenticated 
stories from year to year that the 
government was going to be reor- 
ganized. Bpt nothing was done. We 
all know that nothing has been 
done. 


CRYING FOR CHANGE 

“The people of this province are 
crying for a change in government. 
I only know that when the govern- 
}ment is spending several millions 
in addition, the people should have 
some say in who is going to spend 
the money. 

“If it is the intention to call an 
election this year, it should say so. 
This is the fourth year since an 
election and the year in which 
people expect an appeal. The people 
are not to be fooled. They expect 
a redistribution bill and they have 
not got it. If the government wants 
to make a statement as to its in- 
tentions regarding a general elec- 
tion, all well and good, and the 
people will wait for their opportun- 
ity to express themselves as to who 
will govern them. But I don’t think 
it is fair to keep the voters in the 
dark as to reorganization.” 

D. M. Duggan, provincial Con- 
servative leader, said that during 
the budget debate, opportunity had 
been given to express views re- 
garding the status of the govern- 
ment. “We expressed our views of 
non-confidence, but the majority 
decreed otherwise,” he said. “We 
still have expressed non-confidence 
in the government. But in my judg- 
ment and with respect to those who 
sponsor the amendment, I see no 
purpose in repeating the position 
taken at the time of the budget.” 

George MacLachlan, U.F.A., Pem- 
bina, said: “As a private member I 
wish to express my appreciation of 
the front rank of the government 
and my confidence in them.” 

Fred J. White, provincial Wabor 
leader, felt he could not support the 
motion because the only reason for 
the non-confidence vote was that 
the cabinet had not been reorgan- 
ized, Besides, a few days ago a 
motion had been deyeated in which 
it was urged that estimates be cut, 
but the amount was not stated, 

Without further debate the vote 
was taken.

and lose in distance more than one 
clear hole on the players in front,

Those hustling players who al- 
ways want to “go through’ how- 
ever, might be asked to note that 
this provision only applies “if a 
match fail to keep its place on the 
course and lose in distance more 
than one clear hole.”
